Your opening aovee should be designed to accomplish tKO goals* i) grab all t&a 
supply centers you can, because after the neutral centers go the rest are hard to cone 
fry* and 2) prepare to do battle wtih those countries which are your enemies. 

This is where negotiation first coses in. Any country on the board can be wiped 
out by 1903 if It is attacked by three neighbors in 1901. Sometimes Just two neighbors 
is enough to do it* Yeu need allies, and you need information. You need to know who 
is allied with vhoa, and who is going to be attacked before It happens. You should 
always write every player In your gams at the opening. If ay experience Is typical
